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Utility board considering automatic 
meter reading equipment for all 
Elba water and electric meters 


by Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


Recently the Elba Water and 
Electric Board heard a presenta- 
tion on using radio controlled 
water and electric meters to save 
labor and furnish more accurate 
meter readings. 

yowbobert, Peterson, of Empire 
Pipe & Supply, presented finan- 
cial*numbers which-showed a 
water meter 10 year payback on 
the cost of purchasing and 
installing the new water and 
electric meters. The Electric 
meters now in use could still be 
used. They would only need an 
radio. control device added 
inside the meter. Savings on the 
attachment for the electric 
meters would register a payback 
lime of only four years and nine 
months. Savings on labor along 
with this system would be 
$343,000 during this time peri- 
od. 

The new meters are designed 
to allow the meter reader to ride 
down the street, read the meters 
through a lap top computer via 
radio transmissions. The new 
equipment would include an 
automatic “leak alert” that 
would notify the meter reader, 
who could then notify the home- 
owner of the problem. 

Peterson reported to the board 
members that his company ran- 
domly tested 25 Elba water 
meters and found that most were 
under registering walter usage,

Utility board members asked 
Superintendent James Grimes to 
research this technology and get 
information on other Companies 
which offer similar equipment. 

No action was taken to 
replace meter reader Greg 
Hanchey, who resigned to 
accept a position away from 
Elba. Board members indicated 
they wanted to settle the matter 
of the new meters before decid- 
ing if a replacement for 


Hanchey was needed, If the new 
system is adopted, no replace- 
ment is expected to be hired,

The special session of the Alabama Legislature ts underway, but at 
this writing it is not clear how successful the term will be for the 
people of Alabama. The whopping tax increases must first get past 
both houses of the legislature and then face the very fickle voters of 
this state. Alabama voters have been known to vote for the tax on 
“the other folks” but be very suspicious of one “that costs me and 
my family”. Of course any tax ultimately cost the consumer, regard 
less Of how it is packaged. We are in a capitalist society and prices 
are increased to reflect mses in costs. Since taxes are definitels 
added costs, they get added to the selling price somewhere down the 
road, 


At first blush it would seem the income tax increase has the best 
chance of passing. It reportedly cuts the taxes on lower and middle 
income people making less than $75,000 a year. The yast majority 
of Alabamians fit into this group. However, such a bill has been 
introduced several times in the Alabama legislature, only to quickly 
die in committee without ever seeing the light of day or even getting 
a good open debate. We will just sit back and watch for now 


The Small Business Survival Committee, a national small business 
advocacy group, recently released a study on tax spending From 
1992 to 2000, per capita state spending in Alabama increased by 
51,2%, while inflation over the same period registered only 16.4% 
So, total state expenditures increased by more than three times the 
inflation rate. "While a tough economy, war uncertainties and 
September 11th all contributed to the budget problems states are 
facing, the primary cause of government's budget woes is clear: 
excessive spending,” according to SBSC Chief Economist 
Raymond J. Keating, author of the study.

Saltwater Fishing 
Tips 


Gulf Shores and the Florida panhandle resorts are wating with 
open arms for the hoards of arriving summer tourists. Some go just 
to sunbathe, eat and relax, but many vacationing fishermen will try 
their luck on the saltwater fishes that prowl the offshore depths 

Maybe you have purchased that long awaited offshore boat or bet 
ter yet, have a friend who has bought one and just wants to take you 
along. While luck, as in all fishing, plays a big part in catching fish, 
a little knowledge will go a long way if you are new to saltwater 
angling 

“Beginning saltwater anglers can dramatically increase their suc 
cess if they know what to look for on the water, and if they maintain 
their tackle properly,” said George Mitchell, a charter captain and 
member of the Yamaha Outboards saltwater fishing teamMitchell 
said just using the following simple tips can increase your catches 
of yellowtail, marlin, snapper, grouper, and other species 

Watch for floating objects. Kelp patties, driftwood and buoys 
attract baitfish, which in turn, attract larger fish, Fish near these 
objects and you are likely to hook something at the top of the food 
chain. 

Look for birds. Large fish often force their, prey to the surtace, 
making them available to birds. Find a spot on the water with lots 
of birds and chances are you will find some large fish as well. 

Fish in warmer water. Sharks, yellowtail, marlin and other 
species prefer areas where the water rises to 70 degrees. These tem- 
perature breaks can be located with a temperature gauge oF with 
temperature maps. Areas where the water changes from green to 
blue also indicate temperature breaks. 

Be selective when buying bait. That which works for one species 
will not necessarily work for another. For example anchovies will 
catch tuna, and sardines will catch yellowtail, but the two game fish 
generally do not feed on both baits. 

Use good hooks and line. Use Sharpe hooks and you will loose 
fewer fish. Change line often, and make sure it is in good shape. 
Place a wet rag over dry line the night before a fishing trip and it 
will be moist and perform well when the fishing begins. 

If you are new to salt water angling or inexperienced in handling 
an offshore rig, it will pay to take one of the Coast Guard boating 
courses and then make a few fishing trips with someone who is 
experienced in saltwater angling and offshore boating. One can 
learn more on a couple of trips with an experienced saltwater anger 
who is willing to share their knowledge than can learned in ‘a year 
of trial and error fishing. And keep in mind; a day of fishing can turn 
to a fight for survival if weather warnings are ignored. Be sure that 
there are personal flotation devices for every occupant and an inflat- 
able raft. A marine radio is a must and no boat should leave dock 
without one.

Everett praises passage of 2004 defense authorization bill
